Topic for the debate was “Re- 
solved—That the Federal Govern- 
ment Should Establish a National 
Program of Public Work for the 
Unemployed.” SSC's Lynda Witcher 
and Ryan Tetlow argued the negative 
side of the question, with Don 
Garrett, SSC senior debater, as 
moderator.

Cut 


of 1 Million Dollars

Legislative analyst A. Allen Post's 
recommendation for a $94,895 re- 
duction in state general fund support 
for Sacramento State College has 
instilled anxiety among many SSC 
officials. 

In a report issued last week, Post 
favors state support totaling 
$7,211,336 for the college. Through- 
out the state college system, he 
recommends cuts of over one million 
dollars. Suffering the largest loss 
would be the college libraries. He 
asks for cuts of $152,587 in library 
staff positions and another $308,741 
from operating costs. 

Sacramento State business mana- 
ger Stanley W. Pretzer pointed out 
recently that the budget has been cut 
almost every year of the college's 
history, but this is the first time Post 
has reduced it with such force in the 
areas affected. 


Grasp at Straws 


Pretzer continued, “Since money 
is tighter than before, he (Post) has 
to grasp at straws for budget reduc- 
tion.” Questioned upon the possibility 
of the legislature accepting Post's 
recommendation, Pretzer said, “At 
the present time, it looks like a 50-50 
chance of reduction. It depends upon 
the attitude of the legislature.” 

More recently, college librarian 
Dr. Perry Morrison pointed out that 
if Post's recommended reductions 


are accepted by the legislature, they 
will delete requests for 6.5 library 
staff positions for a cost to the college 
of $32,488. 

Post also has asked for a cut of 
$22,060 in SSC library expenditures. 
Dr. Morrison added that this cut 
would put the library under its cur- 
rent budget with possible further 
reductions in the quality of staff next 
year. He concluded that no one would 
lose his job. Rather, two expected 
vacancies would not be filled. 

Reduction Results 


The results of these reductions, 
Dr. Morrison added, may take sever- 
al of the following forms: fewer 
books and periodicals purchased; a 
reduction of the quality of service 
to students, a halt to reclassification 
and deferred cataloging of some new 
books. 

While Post's recommendation for a 
reduction of state general fund sup- 
port stunned many, his final recom- 
mendation that University of Cali- 
fornia and state college resident stu- 
dents be charged tuition shocked ali. 

He said that charging each resident 
student $100 in tuition, which always 
has been free for California students. 
would raise $6.4 million for the 
university budget and $13.1 million 
for the state colleges. 

The proposal to charge tuition was 
offered as a policy suggestion to be 
considered by the legislature, the 
university rogents and college trus- 


tees. Post also included raising non- 
resident student tuition to $600.

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College President Retires 


After 


42 Years 


Service 


President Guy A. West announced Friday he will retire in September, 
after serving 42 years in education. Speaking before the entire SSC faculty 
in the Little Theatre, West said, “The institution will indeed go on and on, 


but I shall not be a part of it much 
longer, except in the sense of the 
vested interest to which I have al- 
ready alluded, for it is my plan to 
retire next fall.” 

Earlier DOr. West said, “Those of us 
who have put much of ourselves into 
it feel that the institution is a part of 
us and we a part of it.” 

Tops Since °47 


Dr. West, 66, has been president 
of SSC since its estabiishment in 
1947. His retirment will end 32 years 
of service in the state college system 
From 1933 to 1947, he served as 
professor, director of research, regis- 
trar and dean at Chico State College 

A native of Pine Bluff, Ark., he 
held various teaching and adminis- 
trative posts at New Mexico Western 
College for 10 years before coming 
to California. He holds a master’s 
degree from University of Colorado 
and a doctorate in education psy- 
chology from the University of 
California at Berkeley 

Dr. West's announcement came 


now to allow sufficient time to find 
a good man to succeed him 

“So long as I am on the job, I hope 
to carry on to the best of my ability 
and | ask your continued coopera- 
tion for the best interest of the in- 
stitution”, he said in concluding his 
speech to the educators. West re- 
ceived a standing ovation from the 
faculty 

Press Conference 


In a conference with newspaper 
and television newsmen, West de- 
clined to say what his plans for the 
future are, but said he may do a little 
traveling. 

Dr: C. Mansel Keene, assistant 
chancellor of the State College sys- 
tem, speaking at the assembly, out- 
lined the proceedure for selecting a 
new SSC president. The SSC faculty 


will select an advisory committee 
to work with the chancellor to select 
acceptable nominees for the presi- 
dency. 

He said the committee will be 
generally representative of the var- 
ious academic areas of the college 
but should be as small as possible, 
possibly consisting of about seven 
members. Upon narrowing the field 
of candidates from usually around 
85 to 5, the nominees will then go to 
the chancellor and finally to the State 
College trustees for final approval. 

Dr. Keene concluded that the com- 
mittee should meet with college ad- 
ministrators as well as representa- 
tives of the Advisory Board, the 
students and the Alumni Association 
to outline the procedures and pro- 
vide for possible nominations from 
these groups.

Institutions Committee of the Senate, 
Sen. Dolwig was hosted on campus 
by the California College Repub- 
licans club in the Physical Science 
building. 

Acting on a three-man, federal 
court decision that California must

American political history, Sen. 
Dolwig stated “there is a constant 
drive for power in all government.” 
He explained “the lower house 
reflects the quick changes in public 
opinion . . . while the Senate takes 


the more conservative, constructive 
view.” 


L.A. Control 

The Senator said Los Angeles 
County controls 31 out of 80 assem- 
bly seats at the present time, and 
“when the block gets together they 
can get anything they want in the 
Assembly.” 

“As things stand now, if a bill is 
only good for the metropolitan area 
it won't pass the Senate. If it is only 
good for the rural areas it won't pass 
the Assembly,” he said. 

He warned that if reapportionment 
takes place according to Constitu- 
tional stipulation, Los Angeles 
County will also control the Senate 

“It will concentrate control in one 
populace area an open invitation 
for one man or one group control,” 
was the Senator's description. 

“This area will just not have the 
representation it now has,” he said. 

In support of his bill to divide the 
state, the Senator stated, “I can't 
name one advantage we have by 
being the biggest state in the union 
the bigger we get, we have more and 
more government by bureaucracy 
This is a serious situation.” 

Senator’s Bill 

The Senator's bill would allow the 
10 million people in southern Call- 
fornia to be represented by 22 sena- 
tors and the 8 million in northern 
California by 18 senators 

Senator Dolwig said his mail has 
been running 10 to | in favor of 
splitting the state and that Senator 
Smith of Orange County reports his 
mail is equally divided 

Despite Governor Brown's oppo- 
sition to the bill, Sen. Dolwig said 
he can count on 24 other Senators 
supporting the measure 

Amendment 

If the bill does pass the legislature 
it will require constitutional amend- 
ment and a ratification of the people 
in 1966 

Senator Dolwig added in a ques 
tion period following his talk that 
dividing the state “is not the only way 
to solve reapportionment.” 

KERS staff man was on hand to 
tape the Senator's speech for later 
re-broadcasting on the campus radio 
station.

“| have been particularly disturbed 
by suggestions from some quarters 
recently that California abandon its 
tuition-free concept at the University 
of California and the State Colleges. 
These suggestions are most disturb- 
ing because they strike at the very 
foundation of California's social and 
economic greatness: a system of 
public higher education second to 
none in the nation.”

Trailing 103-98 and virtually out 
of the game, SSC scored on rebound 
shots by Paul Rotz and Dick Palmer 
to close the deficit to one point. Both 
teams shot a sizzling pace throughout 
the game. SF State clicked on 41 of 
85 for 48 per cent. The Hornets were 
just behind with 47 per cent on 39 of 
83 field goal efforts.

Rotz, playing his finest game of the 
year, cracked the elite 20-point mark 
Jim Thomas, after a poor six-point 
first half performance, came on 
strong and finished with 22. Mean- 
while, FWC scoring leader Lynn 
Livie led fee Hornets and the game 
with 37 points. 

The junior guard, eclipsing the 30- 
point mark for the sixth time this 
year, meshed 23 in the first haif.

Typical of the off night was 
Lynn Livie, Hornet guard who hit 
only seven of 28 attempts and fin- 
ished the game with 18 points, his 
third lowest total on the year. Paul 
Rotz added 17, while Jim Thomas 
paced the pack with his second 
straight 22 point effort. 

Dropping to 3-8 in the FWC and 
9-16 overall, the Hornets conclude 
their 1964-65 season against the 
Humboldt State Lumberjacks Mon- 
day night in Arcata.
